does not purchase a new pattern for 
each new garment that she m akes but 
uses her plain sleeve, her plain waist, 
and her plain skirt patterns and alters 
them to m eet individual requirem ents 
and cut-rent styles. So the homemaker 
should 
learn 
to 
sim plify 
her 
food 
preparation by using a few basic or 
standard recipes, learning the general 
proportions o f ingredients in them and 
the 
standard 
method 
of 
combining 
these ingredients and varying these 
recipes to m eet her needs, rather than 
blindly follow ing every new recipe ap­ 
pearing In cook book, m agazine or 
newspaper. 
To 
a rs lyre 
these 
new 
recipes, says the office of home eco­ 
nomies, would be to find that alm ost 
all of them are variations of a few 
sim ple patterns or types, divided or 
m ultiplied, differently flavored, baked 
In a new form or otherw ise changed Jn 
som e such detail. 
Quick batters and doughs make up 
a large group of our common foods 
for which recipe 
are alm ost endless 
yet all are variations of the few types 
given In the table. 
How to Mix the Ingredients (except 
for P a sty ).—-Mix sugar with shorten­ 
ing. 
Add egg (in som e cakes only the 
yolk Is added at this tim e— the sepa- 


cooklng It until thick and of about the 
saine consistency as tile cake batter. 
In the latter case the full amount of 
flour may be used. 
Nut Cake.—Add ono-hnlf cupful fine­ 
ly chopped or coarsely ground nut 
m eats. 
D ecrease fat one tablespoon­ 
ful.
